The quan- 
tity of milk islarge m November and Decem- 
ber, and again at calving time there is an ex- 
celient flow of milk, not quite so rich, per- 
haps, as grain would make it, bat rich and 
copious; and it was brought without the 
great expense, the cost not being more than 
one half.
